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Budget passed 
with one amendment

After lengthy discussions on two 
or three items, town meeting 
voters on Saturday finally gave 
their approval to Wilmington's 
$30.8 million FY'94 budget and 
money articles totaling $513,888. 

The line item that drew the most 
heated debate during the budget 
discussion was the salary figure of 
$75,000 for Town Manager 
Michael Caira. Selectman Michael 
McCoy, as promised during his 
campaign, led the attempt to roll 
back Caira's salary to $65,000, 
triggering an outpouring of 
support for Caira and the way he 
has handled his job thus far (see 
related article), In the end, Caira 
succeeded in holding onto his 
controversial raise, 

Only one amendment was made 
to the proposed budget. That was a 
$330 addition to the library 
expenses line item to pay for the 
public library's membership in the 
American Library Association. 
The amendment was made by Anne 
Linehan, 

Marcia Road resident Michael 


Buczynski asked for Police Chief a 


Bobby Stewart's strategy on 
dealing with local drug problems 
during a question on the DARE 
line item of the police budget. 
Chief Stewart said he would conti- 
nue to increase educational efforts 
to keep youngsters from using 
drugs. He added he was particula- 
rily concerned with an increase in 
LSD. Buczynski made an cloquent 


plea to eliminate the desire for 
drugs among teenagers like his 
daughter, and to "help young 
people seck and find their way.” 

"We have alot of angry children 
in this community. Somehow we 
have to reach out to the children," 
he said. 

The $12.9 million school budget 
for Wilmington Schools passed 
easily with no discussion. School 
Committeeman Paul Palizzolo 
noted the figure was contingent on 
the receipt of $404,000 in state aid. 
In the event the money from the 
school reform package is not 
forthcoming or is less than 
expected, said Palizzolo, the town 
would deal with a shortfall at a 
special town meeting. 

Charles Lyons, superintendent/ 
director of the Shawsheen Tech, 
made a fervent pitch to increase 
Wilmington's assessment to the 
vocational school from $1,182,253 
to his school committee's figure of 
$1,285,681. He noted the figure 
was based on increased enrollment 
of Wilmington students. Lyons said 
late aid went down, a: ments 
went up. The budget, he added, 
only increased by four percent this 
year despite the fact that it 
reportedly costs twice as much to 
fun a vocational school. 

Wilmington school committee- 
man Bob Young spoke up in praise

Voters sanction 
new sewer formula

Wilmington could have a new 
way to fund sewer projects in the 
future thanks to an affirmative vote 
at Saturday's annual town meeting. 
In addition, all petitioners seeking 
to rezone their property were 
given the green light during the 
day long meeting. An article which 
would have required substantiated 
evidence before attempting the 
recall of a public official was 
withdrawn by the petitioner so the 
bylaw committee could add more 
definitive language, 

Saturday's meeting proceeded 
without a break for nearly nine 
hours as residents raised questions 
and argued pro and con on the 45 
article warrant, Of those articles, 
30 were approved, two were 
defeated, and 12 were either 
withdrawn or passed over, 

Sewer article 

One of the more hotly debated 
articles was Article 14, which 
authorizes the town to petition the 
General: Court to amend the bet- 
terment act for sewer projects. The 
article was presented by Arthur 
Spear, a member of the Sewer 
Financial Advisory Committee 


formed to come up with a more 
equitable way to fund future sewer 
construction. Currently, the town 
picks up about 50 percent of 
construction costs and those whose 
property is bettered by the sewer 
picks up the rest. This was felt to 
be unfair with MWRA ates 
escalating and no government 
grants available to help defray the 
cost. 

Spear told voters the proposed 
method leaves the split between 
taxpayers and abuttors up to town 
meeting and "gives us a chance to 
take every project on its own 
merit." In the end he summed up: 
"you've got to look a little bit 
forward.” 

Discussion soon shifted to one 
line that was added to the article 
after the joint public hearing on the 
warrant. Iva Rideout warned 
residents to be careful of the line, 
which would allow the selectmen 
and the town manager to make 
amendments to section six of the 
law. She questioned the impact of 
the additional line down the road. 
Rideout was told this was the same

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Voters reject pay cut for manager

An attempt to take back a 
$10,000 pay raise for Town 
Manager Michael Caira fizzled at 
the Wilmington Annual Town 
meeting on Saturday. 

Selectman Michael McCoy only a 
week before had ridden the issuc to 
victory in a comeback campaign 
that returned him to the board 
after a three-year absence. He had 
targeted incumbent Mark Haldane 
on the pay raise issue, defeating the 
man who had knocked him out of 
office in 1990. 

The voters who elected McCoy 
were not at town mecting, though, 
and his effort to cut out the raise 
failed. Not only that, but it 
provided a forum for people to 
praise Caira for his management of 
the town, 

The raise was granted to Caira 
last September on vote by select- 
men. Caira had been hired as 
temporary town manager in June 
1990, and became permanent a 
year later, He was hired at $65,000 
and had remained at that level until 
his contract was settled. The 
contract was written to give him a 
$10,000 a year increase, retroac- 
tive to June 1991. clmen 
modified it to start the retroactivity 
as of June 1992,

The pay raise issue came up in 
the first few minutes of the 
meeting and ran for over two 
hours. McCoy made two motions, 
one to cut the pay, and the second 
to have the vote on a secret ballot 

Ss. that it was “nothing 
personal" against the manager, he 
asked the voters, "When was the 
last time you received a $10,000 
Pay raise 

Haldane took the floor to defend 
the raise, noting that the raise was 
a matter of contract. 

“What we do is honor contractual 
obligations made by previous 
boards," he said. "This would be a 
direct violation of the contract. It 
sends a bad message and sets a 
dangerous preceden 

Rep. Jim Miceli challenged Hal- 
dane's assertion, "We have only 
one appropriating authority — the 
town meeting." 

Jay Tighe pointed to the feud 
which has long divided the town 
into two political camps, centered 
around Miceli and Caira. 

"The hate is unbelievable between 
the two camps," he said. 

He called the motion an attempt 
to "get Mike Caira." 

"If you don't want him, the 
selectmen should have the guts to 
fire him," Tighe said. 

Assistant Town Manager Jeff 
Hull, who had also been an 
applicant for the manager's post, 
praised Caira. He pointed out that 
Caira had saved the town about a 
million dollars on the Avco case, 
and preserved the town's bond 
rating. 

“Would you consider it fair to be 
singled out for a reduction where 
there is no allegation. of wrong- 


doing?" Hull asked.

Francis Connors said that where 
he worked, there was a bargaining 
agent. It would be a sad situation if 
the bargaining agent said to the 
employees, "that agreement doesn't 
hold.

"If we lose this manager, we'll 
put the town back into fiscal 
chaos,” said Tully. 

After a motion to end debate 
carried, McCoy took the floor to 
sum up. He said he had offered the 
motion because people had asked 
him to during his campaign, 

Caira then took the floor to

Should every town employee be 
brought back to the level of June 
1990, he asked. "I don't believe it 
should happen because it's not 
right." He said that if the town 
were to revert every salary line 
item back to the level of June 1990, 
they could save $1.2 million. But it 
would not be right. 

He pointed out the former town 
manager Buzz Stapezynski had 
struck a deal with the selectmen 
where his salary was pegged to the 
level of increases awarded to town 
employees, He could have worked 
a similar deal, he said, but he did 
not because it was wrong. 

Caira then turned to McCoy and 
spoke of the motion for a secret 
ballot. "Don't you ever, ever, ever 
try to accuse me of intimidation, I 
resent in the very deepest sense of 
the word, any indication that I 
would ever intimidate anyone," he 
said. "That is an offensive insult 
and I will not take it." 

He urged the voters not to stoop 
to personalities. "Let's make 
informed decisions, he said. "Don't 
hide behind a specious argument." 

Of himself, he said, "What you 
see is what you get, and I don't 
know any other way to play the 
game." 

The first vote taken wi voice 
vote on whether to use a secret 
ballot: It was solidly against the 
secret ballot. 

Miceli questioned the moderator's 
call, and was joined by six others.

language added to similar articles 
and would give lawmakers the 
ability to craft specific language to 
meet the intent of the article. 

Christine Emery argued that the

Town Manager Michael Caira 
pointed out if the voters did not 
pass the article, current sewer 
users would continue to be the only 
residents paying high MWRA 
rates, In the end, the article passed 
144 to 87. 

Rezoning articles 

Several abuttors of John Forrest's 
parcel off Lowell Street stood up 
to urge voters to go along with the 
proposed rezoning of the parcel 
from R20 to High Density Business 
to allow the petitioner|to move two 
businesses toward Lowell Street 
and away from their homes in the 
rear of the site. One abuttor told 
residents, "by voting against this 
article you're really penalizing the 
abuttors." He added, instead of a 
business 20 feet from his yard, it 
would be 200 feet away. The 
planning board gave its stamp of 
approval saying this plan was 
better than the previous proposal. 

The most outspoken against 
Article 45 was selectman Michael 
McCoy who claimed Forrest didn't 
follow through on his original plan 
to only relocate his gas station on 
the site. Instead, he said, he 
brought in a plan showing a two lot 
commercial subdivision, 

"And that's how he thanked the 
people of Wilmington,” McCoy 
said. 

"I have never, ever, ever lied to 
you people," vowed Forrest, ad- 
ding he had been sitting on this site 
and paying taxes on it for several 
years and it Was now time to move 
forward. Voters agreed and passed 
the article 171 to 10. 

A second rezoning article, Article 
41, sought to rezone 27.4 acres of 
land behind the Roberts Estate off 
Burlington Avenue from R60 to 
R20, Originally, the petitioner 
wanted to rezone 54 acres. 
Attorney Bob Peterson, speaking 
for owner and developer Mark 
Lopez, said the rezoning would 
allow Lopez to cluster 28 homes on 
less land so there would be .no 
impact to wetlands.

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Town to get tough on ! 
underground tanks |

The Wilmington Fire Department 
and the Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commission are urging 
homeowners with underground 
storage tanks which fall under the 
town's bylaw to have them checked 
or removed from the ground. 

According to Water and Sewer 
Commissioner Jonathan Goldfield, 
homeowners with 1,000 gallon 
underground tanks have had five 
years to comply with the town's 
tank bylaw. He added now that the 
town is coming into the fifth year 
of the bylaw, both his committee 
and the fjre department will start 
getting more pro-active on the 
issue. 

At a board meeting last month, 
said Goldfield, the commission 
discussed the bylaw with Fire Chief 
Dan Stewart and both parties 
agreed to put together a list of 
competent vendors who could 


remove tanks for residents. 

Chief Stewart told this paper the 
law not only applies to 1,000 
gallon underground tanks but also 
to tanks within 1,000 feet of a 
wellfield or the town's water sup- 
ply. He said almost all gas stations 
and industries have complied with 
the law and the town, in that 
respect, "is in excellent shape." 
Anyone having a 20-year-old tank 
falling under the bylaw should 
begin the removal process. If a 
homeowner wishes to replace an 
old tank with another underground 
tank, said Stewart, the new tank has 
to be a double walled fiberglass 
tank with a monitoring system. 
However, said the fire chief, nine 
of 11 banks in the area are now 
requiring homeowners to remove 
underground tanks before they 
issue a mortgage. 

"The marketplace is going to

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Paralyzed by hate

The political season may be over but the animosity lingers on. 
The continued division between the two political camps in town 
was never more apparent than at Saturday's town meeting when 
voters were caught up in a two hour battle to roll back the town 
manager's salary. One resident said the last thing he expected 
was “a political crucifixion." Long time observors, however, 
were not surprised. But it was a disgusted Jay Tighe who put his 
finger right on the problem when he cried out from the back of 


the room: "the issue is the hate is unbelievable between the ' 


camps in town." 

Hate. Though only a four letter word, it's one of the two most 
powerful emotions known to man. In Wilmington, hate has been 
the by-product of the long standing feud between the 
Miceli-McCoy and the Cain-Caira-DePasquale factions, The 
bitterness dates back many years to when Jim Miceli was 
running for the representative's seat then held by the late Fred 
F. Cain. 

Over the years neither side has let down its guard. The hatred 
continues to grow and draws in many local residents who find 
themselves aligned with one camp or the other. Some people 
have observed, accurately, that truly independent candidates are 
few and far between in Wilmington. Every issue and many town 
boards seem to have been tainted by the feud: from the 
successful attempt to keep Aldo Caira from the superintendency 
of Tewksbury Hospital, from the roadblocks thrown in front of 
the Town Center project, and the physical altercation between 
Selectmen Mike McGoy.and Bob Cain, to the in-fighting on the 
housing authority and the school committee, the refusal to 
reappoint Bruce MacDonald to the board of appeals, ard the 
recent recall attempt of two school committeemen known to be 
Miceli supporters. 

Sadly, Wilmington is paralyzed by the hate in both camps. 
There's nothing worse than watching both sides jockey for a 
position of power on the board of selectmen, for example, and 
listening to citizens speculate about the length of time it will take 
to oust Michael Caira from office. Like a boil, the hate 
continues to fester. The poisons lie close to the surface just 
waiting to explode. 

Wilmington and its people deserve better. The bitterness and 
backstabbing must stop before we all lose sight of what's 
important and future generations carry on the feud. Each side 
has alot to offer this town. It's up to both sides to bury their 
differences and move forward to accomplish something of 
which we all can be proud — like the beautification of Main 
Street, a teen center for our youth, a brand new police and fire 
Station, jobs for our unemployed, and boards whose members 
work together for a change.

Wilmington Town Manager Mike Caira won the first 
post-election skirmish at Saturday's town meeting when the 
manager had the votes and Rep. Miceli and Selectman McCoy 
did not.Unfortunately for Caira, it may have been just one 
bruising battle of many to come and it was fought on a 
Caira-friendly turf where Miceli and his forces have 
traditionally been weak and outgunned. 

The representative and his political machine recently 
proved they can out-vote Caira and his allies at the ballot 
box.

Caira’s position has nonetheless changed since the election. 
He faces the greatest threat to his administration since he 
took the reins of office from former manager Reginald 
Stapczynski on June 4, 1990. His ability to withstand a board 
where at least two members are reportedly seeking his ouster 
will depend on his reinforcing an impression that the 
manager's office is held by a competent professional, who 
should be judged in a non-political fashion. 

Judgement day for presidents unfairly comes at the 100-day 
mark. For the town manager it's coming about three years 
into his term with supporters and critics lined up to speak. 
First, it's necessary to appreciate the background of the man 
who is arguably the most important and powerful official in 
Wilmington's municipal goverment. 

Mike Caira brought two principal strengths as an applicant 
for the town manager's post. First, he was a highly 
recognized and popular figure in the community, whose 
jocular style and famous wit made him a favorite feature at 
town meeting where he held the gavel as moderator. It was 
always Mike Caira who knew how to break the tension, just 
at the right moment, with a memorable one-liner which 
would usually bring the house down and, more importantly, 
get the debate moving. 

Before serving as moderator, Caira was a member of the 
board of selectmen as was his father. His family established 
itself as one of the more powerful political clans in a 
community where large families have historically developed 
into cagey political organizations. - 

Add to his local political and family ties a stunning resume, 
‘This was Caira's second strength. He holds a Master's Degree 


the Sons of Italy of America. He left the post in the summer 
of 1988 to manage Joe Malone's defiant bid against Senator 
Ted Kennedy. It was the ultimate David taking on Goliath 
maneuver and, in the long term, the careers of both Malone 
and Caira would be greatly enhanced.

Why is the grass greener? 


by George R. Allan 

Several years ago, Erma Bombeck 
wrote a book entitled The Grass is 
Always Greener Over the Septic 
Tank. Technically, it is the leaching 
field, not the septic tank, that has the 
green grass, but the point is well 
taken. The grass is greener because 
of the continuous supply of nutrient 
rich wastewater which is feeding the 
root system. By the end of August, 
the leaching field area is usually the 
only patch of green grass in my 
yard, 

Some communities across the 
country have taken this common 
treatment technique a step further 
and-are-using-aquatic plants'to treat 
sewage. Referred to as artificial 
marshland wastewater treatment

Artificial marshlands have shown 
some advantage over conventional 
sewage treatment plants, Because 
there are few mechanical pieces of 
equipment, energy costs are less and 
replacement costs are minimized. 
Little technical training is required 
because of the simplicity. Wildlife ;

Haldane said the manager has exhibited an acute level of 
competence on a number of issues, including the negotiation 
in New York with Moody's Investment to maintain the 
town's bond rating and concluding a tax abatement settlement 
with Textron last year.

Caira's professional competence is the hallmark of his 
administration and is ironically cited by even those who may 
have been associated with the manager's opposition. "I've 
told him personally that he can stay there for the next 25 
years for all I care," said Selectman Gerry Duggan. The 
selectman from Butters Row was staunch in his support of 
the manager at annual town meeting when Selectman McCoy 
and Representative Miceli made a failed attempt to cut 
Caira's salary. "It's a contract and I don't think it should be 
negotiated at town meeting,” said Duggan, explaining that 
“there's a faction of the board that may be seeking his 
ouster” but that he, Duggan, is not a part of it. : . 

Like Haldane, Duggan recognized Caira's negotiating skills 
and applauded the manager's work on contracts. However, 
Duggan does have a beef and it boils down to the manager's 
style of politics. "I don't think he's ever read the book on 
employer/employee relations," said Duggan. "I don't agree 
with his heavy handed relationship with town employees. 
There seems to be a lack of compassion on his part and I 
think this is a Republican trait that he’s following. I don't 
think Republicans can relate to the working class." Duggan is 
a registered Democrat. a; 

The partisan jibe aside, Duggan said that Caira is political 
because "he almost has to be" and that if his performance 
remains good overall, the manager should be secure in his 
post. 

Security may have been missing for Caira during the 
campaign. His salary raise was ridiculed in banner size 
lettering and became a focal point in Mike McCoy's 
campaign against incumbent Mark Haldane. McCoy rode the 
issue to a stunning near-first place finish and left Caira and 
his allies visibly shaken. 

But Saturday's events have bolstered the Caira crowd and 
proved something publicly. When all the facts are explained 
carefully, which can happen at a town meeting forum and 
rarely does in the rapid pace of a campaign, the manager still 
enjoys at least some level of grass roots support. "What they 
were saying on Saturday is that the manager is doing a good 
job and that personalities should not be involved," said 
Selectman Bob Cain. " Even those to the manager on 
a personal basis couldn't find a single issue that they could 
address as being a problem." 

For his part, Caira believes his mandate is unchanged. "I'm 
faced with the same challenges, which is to provide the best 
possible government for Wilmington, and I'm looking 
forward to working with everyone," said Caira with

A proposal to construct a weir on 
three parcels on Eames Street and 
Jewell Drive by the Olin Chemical 
plant was put on hold Wednesday 
to allow members of the Con- 
servation Commission to receive 
further information. The issue will 
come up again at the board's next 
meeting May 5, 

Steve Morrow and John Michaels 
of Olin came before the com- 
mission last week to explain the 
plan for the weir. This was one of 
many visits Olin officials have 
made to the board as the company 
works with the town in containing 
contaminants flowing in the 
groundwater from the site. 

Michaels said he hopes the weir 
or ditch will create a natural 
barrier and reverse the flow of 
contaminated groundwater into the 
ditch and force it back onto Olin's 
property.

Morrow told 
officials they could adjust the weir 
and would be monitoring it once a

Environmental Specialist Ann 
Gagnon asked for documentation 
proving the water will flow around 
the ditch and back onto Olin 
property.

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Hearing continued on two lot subdivision

Members of the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission last week 
opted to again continue a public 
meeting on a request to grade and 
fill within the buffer zone to allow 
for the construction of a two lot 
subdivision off Salem Street.

Commissioner John White sug- 
gested a sand trap in the culvert 
nearby to stop soft silt sand from 


running from the roadway into the 
water pipe. Otherwise, he said, 
there could be an effect on the 
water supply later on. Scarano 
maintained he had kept the culvert 
“as clean as I could.” Bill Mac- 
Kinnon feared the impact of the 
project on the town's water supply. 

"You're building on property that 
is marginal at best,” he said, adding 
that someday the septic systems 
could fail. 

Conrad Gerhartz, who lives near- 
by, also questioned the project, 
especially with a standing water 
problem in the area. He suggested 


the board ask for new perc rates 
since the map shown by Scarano 
was reportedly six years old. 

Scarano argued that the health 
director did some tests three weeks 
ago and added a foot to the reading 
to protect the aquifer. He added an 
engineer had measured the depth of 
the pond. 

"The plan meets all Title V 
(septic system) specifications,” 
Scarano said. 

Scarano assured one abuttor he 
would not be raising the septic 
system and he would be including a

Middlesex Canal 200 years old 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Two hundred years ago saw the 
beginning of what became the 
Middlesex Canal in Eastern 
Massachusetts. It was the first 
transportation canal in the United 
States. In 1967 it was designated as 
the first National Historical Civil 
Engineering Landmark (NHCEL). 

Wilmington occupies a large part 
of the remains of that canal, with 
four locks, and many miles of 
water. Prominent are the ruins of 
the aqueduct over the Shawsheen 
River, at the Wilmington/Billerica 
line. 

A group of Boston businessmen 
sought to improve transportation 
from New Hampshire to Boston. 
Goods were being brought down the 
Merrimack River by boat to the 
approximate site of Lowell, and 
there transferred to wagons or 
other means of transportation to 
Boston. 

James Sullivan, a prominent 
businessman of Boston, was one of 
those Boston businessmen. Sullivan 
was later the Governor of the 
Commonwealth, The year was 1793 
when the canal company was 
chartered, with Sullivan as first 
president, ‘ 

Loammi Baldwin of Woburn was 
chosen to be the superintendent of 
the project. He had seen much 
service during the Revolution, 
After the Revolution he constructed 
the first two drydocks in the United 
States, one of which is in the former 
Boston Navy Yard.

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Working with Baldwin was a 
neighbor, Samuel Thompson. Both 
men had farms on Elm Street in 
what is now North Woburn. 

An English surveyor, William 
Weston, who had been working in 
Pennsylvania, was hired to lay out 
the route of the canal, Weston laid 
out two routes, one of which 
became the Middlesex Canal, and 
the other was later used for the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad. 

While working in Wilmington, on 
the farm of William Butters, 
Weston noticed a woodpecker at 
work on an apple tree. 

That Butters apple, a fine variety, 
was called the Baldwin apple, and 
was also called the Thompson 
Apple. Both those men grafted 
Scions onto trees on their own 
farms, 

Today that Butters Apple is the 
Baldwin Apple. 

The canal was designed to have a 
depth of 3.5 fect, and to be 20 feet 
wide at the bottom. The barges, 
horse drawn, were nine and a half 
feet wide and 75 feet long, and 
could meet and pass cach other in 
the canal, 

The locks, (steps, one could say) 
‘were 12 feet wide and 75 fect long. 
The highest point in the canal was in 
North Billerica, where the Concord 
River provided water which flowed 
in both directions. Water flowed 
from the Concord River north to 
Lowell, and south to Charlestown. 

The Middlesex Canal was a major 


to markets in New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland and Pennsylvania 
itself, Though the canals of New 
York State may be better known, 
Pennsylvania had many more miles 
of canals than any other state in the 
Union, and employed some 
ingenious means to overcome the 
mountains in the center of the state. 

Bill Shank is the fifth generation 
of his family to have a direct link to 
the canals of Pennsylvania. He is the 
editor of American Canals, the 
quarterly newsletter of the 
American Canal Society. He is also 
past president of the American 


means of transportation until the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad was 
constructed. Shortly after that, a 
few years, it ceased being in 
business, 

Construction was finished in 1803, 
and the first traffic was on 
December 31 of that year. 

The Middlesex Canal Association, 
PO Box 333, Billerica MA 01821 is 
planning a series of meetings in the 
towns through which the canal 
went, one meeting of each year for 
the next 10 years. 

In 1993 a play is to be presented, 
in Medford. The date at this time is 
uncertain. Betty Bigwood of 
Chestnut Street, Wilmington repre- 
sents the Middlesex Canal 
Association. 

Mrs. Bigwood is anxious to get 
assistance in "cleaning up" the canal, 
and in preparing it to be seen during 
the next 10 years, She plans to see if 
an exhibit can be established in the 
Wilmington Library, 

The lady is hoping there can be 
some "community projects." 

She was present, Monday evening 
for a discussion with members of 
the Wilmington Historical 
Commission. Members of the 
Commission advised her that quite 
possibly she can get assistance from 
the Wilmington Boy Scout Troops, 
maybe in September, after school 
has been started for the year. 

"Boy Scouts" she was told, "are 
always anxious to do community 
projects."

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Firefighters prepare for 
potential disaster

When a Gulf gasoline tanker 
overturned on I-93 last year and its 
load of fuel threatened the nearby 
Ipswich River, the District VI Haz- 
Mat Response Team was quickly on 
the scene. As it has in the past three 
years, the 32 member team worked 
efficiently and put its training to 
good use to help avoid a major di- 
saster to the Reading water supply. 

Wilmington's new fire chief Dan 
Stewart is a member of the team, 
which he calls "a high precision, 
highly skilled organization" similar 
to a police SWAT team. The 
firefighters respond whenever 
there is a chemical spill or other 
emergency involving hazardous 
materials. The team, says Stewart, 
was formed three years ago as a 
result of a 1981 phosphorus 
trichloride leak in Somerville. That 
incident "overwhelmed" the So- 
merville Fire Department and 
resulted in the passage of 
legislation which appropriated state 
funds to fully equip several Haz 
Mat vehicles. The Massachusetts 
Fire Academy was also commis- 
sioned to come up with a four 
week intensive training course for 
six Haz Mat teams statewide. 

Firefighters accepted into the 
course get 75 percent classroom 
education, primarily in chemistry, 
and 25 percent hands on training in 
the use of various monitoring tools 
and other equipment. When they 
are done, the graduates are 
certified as skilled~haz mat 
technicians able to work together 
as a team, 

"The men soon realize," says 
Stewart, “that rank is immaterial 
and it's the team concept that's 
important." 

To date, the District VI team has 
responded to 21 incidents in its 
broad territory which covers 98 
communities from Salisbury to 
Worchester to the Connecticut bor- 
der. Two of those incidents were 
local: the overturned tanker on 93

equipment 


and a chlorine leak at DryTech 
Corporation on Fordham Road. 
The team has also responded to 
such emergencies as an acid cloud 
evacuation in Leominster and a 
chlorine gas leak in a Lowell 
nursing home. The District VI 
team has a mutual aid agreement 
with Salisbury which makes it one 
of two teams which would respond 
in case of a disaster at the Seabrook 
power plant. 

The team uses an Incident 
Command System to help organize 
and react quickly once members 
arrive at the scene of an 
emergency. The system is based on 
the same principle as running a 
company, explains Stewart, and 
allows the team to bring organi- 
zation out of a chaotic situation. 

As the members arrive at the 
scene, they cach pick their velcro 
backed name tag off the incident 
chart and stick it on one of the 
assigned tasks. What makes the 
system work so well is the fact that 
all members are trained in all 
aspects of an operation. The first to 
arrive at the scene is automatically 
the team leader or coordinator of 
the operation. The first areas to be 
set up are the science area and the 
decon (decontamination) area. 
Those firefighters in the science 
area research the chemicals 
involved in the incident, the layout 
of any buildings, and the location 
of such things as storm drains. 
Those in the decon area are 
responsible for the decontami- 
nation of any team members. The 
safety officer makes sure the area 
is cordoned off and the men are 
Properly suited up for the 
hazardous clean-up duty. 

"The safety officer has the 


authority to stop the operation at 
any time,” says Stewart, 

One of the most delicate tasks is 
left to the liaison, who brings 
information to the local fire chief 
and tries to work with the local 
departmen! so the team is "not

coming across as cocky hot shots." 

Other jobs include site control, 
communications, logistics, emer- 
gency medical surveillance, and 
setting up a staging area. 

"This is the smoothest operating 
team I've seen while in the fire 
service," explains Stewart with 
justifiable pride. 

Once they arrive at a scene, the 
team members get into flame 
retardant jumpsuits with their 
name and district number on it so 
they can be identified amid the 
initial confusion. 

The team operates in three zones: 
the hot zone which is contaminated 
and spells danger, the warm zone 
which contains a health hazard, and 
the cold zone which is free of any 
contamination. Stewart said _fire- 
fighters going into the hot zone to 
stem the spread of contamination 
have to be helped into a fully 
encapsulated level A suit to protect 
them from the hazardous matcrial. 
There are also level B and C suits 
for other stages of the operation. 
Many of the suits, which cost $300 
apiece, are disposable because of 
the cost of decontamination. For 
very serious chemical emergencies 
there are three silver flash suits 
costing $6,000 each. Anyone who 
is contaminated is hosed down after 
his part in the operation and 
checked for such things as blood 
pressure and vital signs. Sometimes 
the team is at a scene all day to 
assure there is no further danger to 
residents, 

All of the equipment is brought 
to the scene by the District VI Haz 
Mat vehicle, a massive red truck 
with 10 sliding doors and canopies 
along the top that can be extended 
to keep out sun and rain, The truck 
contains everything needed for an 
emergency from air tanks, the 


protective clothing, and portable 
radios to a fax machine which 
allows the communication mem- 
bers to talk directly to a state 
agency or chemical manufacturer 
to learn more about the properties 
of certain materials. There are also 
sophisticated monitoring tools, like 
the Sensidyne, which tells what 
percentage of a chemical is in the 
atmosphere, and the Aim-meter, 
which operates on flammability 
and can detect any of 34 different 
chemicals. Though the truck 
carries a price tag of a quarter of a 
million dollars, Stewart says it's 
worth every penny. 

The command vehicle, which is 
currently being equipped with 
computers, accompanies the Haz 
Mat truck on calls. Digital Equip- 
ment is helping outfit the command 
vehicle, says Stewart, but the Haz 
Mat truck is maintained by a fee 
structure involving cach town in 
the district. Sometimes donations 
come in to help with expenses; 
other times, laughs the chief, “we 
just beg, borrow, or steal.” 

Wilmington is fortunate not only 
in having the Haz Mat truck located 
close by in Lowell, but in having a 
certified technician in the local fire 
department. When Lt. Ed Cor- 
coran finishes the current training 
session, Wilmington will boast two 
certified technicians. Eventually 
the chief hopes to have a certified 
firefighter on each shift. 

Is Wilmington at risk? 

“We have alot of chemicals that 
are very hazardous, but local 
companies handle them in a very 
safe manner," says Stewart. In 
summation, he adds it's a plus to 
have trained technicians to help 
inspect plants and unregulated 
vehicles that come into town 
bearing dangerous materials.

One area around the house 
prone to damage is windows. 
Broken branches, debris, snow and 
ice, or maybe a baseball, can crack 
or break a pane. 

Replacing glass isn't easy, but 
here are the steps and tools you 
will need 

Purchase the needed pane at the 
neighborhood hardware or glass 
store, where it can be cut to size.

When measuring the dimensions 
of the window opening, deduct 
one-sixteenth of an inch from the 
length and width. The pane must 
be slightly smaller than the 
opening. 

Wear gloves when removing the 
old glass. Take out as much as 
you can, but do not force any piece 
that resists. It will come out when 
the old putty is removed. The old 
putty usually will yield easily to 
scraping. Sometimes it may have 
to be softened with a soldering 
iron 

If the pane is held in place with 
glazier’s points, remove them. Flip 
them out with the blade of a 
screwdriver or pull them out with 
pliers. Old points can be used 
again, but you may want to get 
new ones. . 

After positioning the new pane 
in the frame, use a new kind of 
window glazing that provides a 
weather resistant seal. 3M's Press- 
In-Place Window Glazing is a 
preshaped strip that comes in a 


roll. Unroll it to the required 
length, cut with scissors, press it 
firmly into place with your finger 
and remove the protective liner. 
The glazing can be painted 
immediately 

If you want to try cutting the 
replacement glass yourself, 
remember these tips: the glass 
cutter should be held almost 
vertically; apply firm, even 
pressure to the cutter after its 
wheel has been lubricated with a 
small amount of household oil; use 
one of two methods to break the 
glass (wear gloves) — hold the 
pane on either side of the cut and 
bend slightly, or hold the length 
of the glass on a flat surface with 
the line of cut on the edge and

Think safety in your workshop 


Good workshop habits start with 
shop safety. Yet many people who 
handle fix-it projects around the 
house still don't pay attention to 
the word “safety.” 

Here are some common, sen- 
sible shop ideas and tips that 
should be followed and passed 
along to sons and daughters: 

Mentally rehearse the project 
before starting. This will help you 
anticipate some of the problems 
that may develop. Use clamps 
when possible, so you have two 
free hands. 

Copy the professionals by 
taking the necessary precautions 
to avoid inhaling dust, dirt and 
other airborne contafftinants, Wear 
a respirator for dusty jobs, such as 


sanding a drywall patch. One good 
item is the 3M sanding and 
fiberglass insulation respirator 

Don't wear any loose clothing 
that could be caught in shop 
machinery 

Wear safety goggles to prevent 
chips and dust from entering eyes. 
Purchase a name brand that gives 
a quality performance and 
provides venting.

New epoxy cartridges help to ease 
concrete and masonry assembly jobs 


To many do-it-yoursellers, setting 
fence posts, wrought iron railings or 
anything else into concrete driveways 
decks, patios or into brick, cinder block 
or concrete block can often be a tough, 
slow process. The most common prac 
tice is to drill a hole, then insert either a 
plastic plug. lead shield or a sleeve 
anchor into the hole, The component to 
be fastened is then placed over the hole 
and a threaded member is then placed 
through the component and into the 
anchor. It is tightened until firm 

The plague of most DIYers are 
anchors that do not grip the walls of the 
hole properly, Unless some measures 
are taken to prevent the anchor from 
spinning in the hole while the mating 
part is being torqued, a tight fit cannot 
be achieved 

Many home handymen have found 
epoxy mortars to be a faster and better 
way of anchoring into concrete or

masonry. All that is necessary is to drill 
the hole, inject the mortar mix into the 
hole, install a, section of threaded rod 
wait the required setting time, then 
Position the fixture and tighten the mat 
Ing member to the threaded rod. One of 
the problems of using this technique is 
the tendency to prepare more epoxy 
mortar than the job requires. Also 
many people have a problem of batein 
mixing the proper amounts of resin and 
hardener.

The mulch acts as a protective cover for 
the soil and roots. When mixed into the soil, 
mulch introduces important nutrients that 
promote root growth. During dry spells, 
mulches help protect the soil from the 
evaporative effects of sun and wind, and 
keeps the soil from drying out and hardening. 


Ideally, mulch should be loose and airy 
when placed over the soil, rather than 
compacted. Less compaction means 
healthier roots and a more active exchange 
of water and food beneath the soil. In the 
event of heavy rains, mulch also prevents the 
leaching of plant nutrients, and reduces the 
effects of soil erosion

Where mulch is primarily used as a top- 
dressing, compost is considered one of the 
ultimate soil conditioners. Compost is made 
from just about anything organic, such as 
vegetable and fruit rinds, hedge trimmings, 
sawdust, Jeadyes] dgeshells, etc! Avoid using

compost pile. Because smaller pieces 
compost faster, it is also wise to avoid 
material thicker than one-quarter inch. Use 
the Chipper/Shredder/Mulcher from 
Flowiron to reduce larger pieces to more 
usable sizes.

Making great compost, however, is not 
as simple as just using the right ingredients, 
As the compost begins to break down and 
create heat, care must be taken .to 
systematically turn-the pile. Turning the 
compost with a pitchfork or aerator tool 
every few days moves composted material 
‘away from the center of the pile, and replaces 
it with partially composted material. This 
Process also allows the opportunity to add 
more shredded green and dry matter. 


When mixed into the planting bed or 
lawn, finished compost has the ability to hold 
nutrients in the soil like a sponge and release 
them slowly as needed to hungry plants. It 
also contains large amounts of

Mother Nature's Pantry 


by Bill Conlon 

Mother Nature's pantry is 
offering some pretty yummy things 
for free right now. 

Two spring shoots are popping up 
right now that are terrific eating and 
free for the taking -- asparagus and 
fiddleheads. There is a lot more that 
is edible out there, but they are the 
sort of things you'd only see Rambo 
eating, for the most part. 

Asparagus you've seen, The wild 
version growing throughout North 
America looks just like the vegetable 
you buy in stores, only smaller. You 
need to cultivate asparagus to get the 
big, thick stalks you find in stores. In 
the wild, survival is harder than on a 
farm, so the wild shoots will be 
correspondingly smaller. 

Asparagus grows in damp places 
with rich soils, so search along the 
borders of swamps and marshlands. 
The shoots will be arrow-straight 
and sticking out of the ground about 
six to ten inches tall. Snip them off 
just above ground level, and keep on 
looking. Once the root system for

asparagus is established, it spreads. 
Nipping off the shoots won't hurt, 
because the shoots will grow back. 
But don't press your luck too far, by 
nipping, waiting and nipping again, 
because the plant might give up. 

Most wild asparagus patches 
aren't very big, although you might 
bump into a treasure trove. Veteran 
wild asparagus chasers will never, 
ever reveal their best hunting spots, 
since the plant sprouts up year after 
year, and they like going back to the 
same spots for the annual spring 
harvest. 

Good luck, and good cating. 

Next on the list is that ancient New 
England favorite -- Fiddleheads. 

These little gems are the sprouts 
of common woodland ferns, 
although some ferns taste better than 
others. A good rule of thumb is that 
fuzzy fiddles don't taste as good as 
smooth ones, but you'll learn with 
practice. Fiddleheads get their name 
from the tip of the sprout, which 
looks like the top of a violin -- all 
curled up in a flat spiral. If the top 
has uncurled, the fiddlehead is past 
its prime and should be passed up. 

If you find one fiddlehead, you've 
found an acre or two worth of them. 
Ferns reproduce with spores, and a

Korean War veterans fought 
just as hard as other vets and 
gave their hearts and souls to 
their country. In almost 10 y 
of fighting in Vietnam, 5

there were 1,620 from 
Massachusetts. But until now, 
few people knew it. 


That will change on Jul ; 
at 10 a.m., the 40th anniversary 
of the armistice signing that 
ended the Korean War.

said Korean War vet and 
Wakefield resident Joseph P. 
McCallion, who is also the pub: 
lic relations director for the 
Massachusetts Korean War 
Veterans Committee. “We just 
want to make sure that when 
we're gone, we'll be remem 
bered.” 

The memorial will depict a 
nine-foot high American soldier 
in winter gear, standing alone 
with his rifle, peering into the 
night. For the past year, sculp 
tor Robert Shure, of Skylight 
Studios in Woburn, has been 
working on a model that 
will be bronzed for the July 27 
dedication. The Veterans 
Committee told them what the 
statue should look like 

“It’s supposed to depict a sol 
dier alone at night on sentry 
duty, with a forgotten look in his 
eyes,” Shure said. “To get that 
look in his eyes to be forgotten 
was the most difficult part. It’s 
a matter of trial and error.” 


Surrounding the soldier will 
be a hexagonal structure, forty 
four feet in diameter with walk 
ways and benches. Six twelve 
foot high columns will be 
spanned by five lintels on top.

On the inside of each column, 
facing the soldier, the names of 
the Massachusetts residents 
who died in Korea will be 
inscribed on bronze plaques. 

Inscribed on the outside of 
the front two lintels will be the 
the U.S. and of 
Massachusetts. The names of 
the major battles fought in 
Korea will be inscribed on the 
inside facing of each lintel. 

Currently being prepared for 
the dedication is an 18-inch 
thick piece of granite from 
Korean soil, donated by the 
Republic of South Korean. The 
granite is more than just a foun 
dation 

“It shows a bond between the 
U.S. and Korea,” McCallion 
said, “It shows that we're insep- 
arable. We were committed to 
not letting South Korea be taken 
over by communists.” 

That bond is as strong as it 
ever was. In raising money for 
the monument, which has a 
final cost of $350,000, the Korean 
community was responsive, One 
Korean man, who fought in the 
war, personally donated $5,000,

Alongside the Massachusetts 
and Korean flags will fly an 
American and United Nations 
flag, both of which came by way 
of $5,000 donations, one from 
American Legion, the other 


from the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars (VFW). 

The Commonwealth has also 
been generous. In addition to 
donating the land, which is con- 
sidered prime real estate, the 
state has funded half the 
$350,000. To date, the Veterans 
Committee is $35,000 short, how- 
ever, it expects everything to 
flow smoothly on July 27.

way are being sold as another 
way to raise funds. For $250, two 
bricks will be prepared. 

The purchaser of the bricks, 
be it individual, city, town, orga- 
nization, or corporation, can 
have a brief message inscribed 
into them. The inscriptions will 
be identical. One brick is used 
in the walkway while the other 
is stored in case the first one 
cracks at some point in the 
future. 

The Veterans Committee noti- 
fied every city and town in the 
state, expecting a good response. 
What it got was a feeling that 
the Korean War and its veterans 
are still forgotten. To date, only 
24 of the 351 communities in the 
state have bought bricks. 


“It ticks me off,” McCallion 
said. “Our biggest disappoint- 
ment in the whole thing is that 
the cities and towns were crying 
that they can’t afford $250 to 
honor their dead with a simple 
brick. Money appears to be the 
overriding factor, not the service 
of people who gave their lives.” 

The cities and towns are not 
the only ones watching the 
vault, McCallion added. 
“Corporations in this state, other 
than Raytheon, have been unre- 
sponsive, Corporate businesses 
have done about zero.” 

Veterans groups, on the other 
hand have been more accommo- 
dating. Groups such as the VFW 
and the American Legion “have 
been very good because they 
understand,” McCallion ex- 
plains. He also said the generos- 
ity of regular citizens has been 
a help as well. 

In Korea for 16 months as 
part of the U.S. Army’s EZ 
Company 27th Infantry 
Regiment, 25th Infantry 
Division, McCallion said serving 
his country was nothing out of 
the ordinary. He did his time 
like anyone else, then came 
home. 

It wasn’t until a few years 
ago that he realized there was 
no remembrance of the war. He 
attended an informal veterans 
gathering at the state house in 
1985. While there, he met for the 
first time a New York resident 
named Bill Norris, who was in 
his Division in Korea. 

At.the meeting, Norris told 
McCallion that his daughter had 
gone to the library one day to 
pick out a book on the Korean 
War. She could not find one. 

The pair became the first two 
members of the Veterans 
Committee. At that point it had 
39 members. Today, it has grown 
to 11,000, of which 300 are from 
Massachusetts. 


On the national level, a 
Korean War Veterans Memorial 
in Washington D.C. is scheduled 
to be unveiled July 27, 1995. 
Groundbreaking ceremonies 
took place in June of 1992. It will 
be located near the Lincoln 
Circle, just south of the 
Reflecting Pool. The memorial 
will depict two columns of sol- 
diers advancing up a slope, with 
the wind at their backs. 

The image of the Korean War 
may be slowly changing, as 
more people are recognizing the 
efforts of these veterans, and 
they are finally being rightfully 
honored. McCallion, however, 
said the accomplishments come 
in spite of the work of the Select 
Committee on POW/MIA’s, co-

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chaired by Massachusetts 
Senator John Kerry. 

The Select Committee, which 
completed its studies last fall, 
was charged with e: ing the 
status of POW/MIAs in WWII, 
Korea and Vietnam. It concen- 
trated mostly on the Vietnam 
War, and largely overlooked 
Korea, says McCallion. Records 
show that he may be right. In its 
18 months of existence, public 
discussions on the Korean War 
took place inside one week. 

“There's a lot to be looked 
into as far as the Korean war 
goes, and Sen. Kerry has failed 
to do that,” McCallion said. 
“The Korean vets are very dis- 
appointed with Sen. Kerry.” 

Recovering remains of 
American soldiers deemed POW 
or MIA is the focus of 
McCallion’s concern. According 
to figures supplied by the 
Secretary of Defense, there are 
8,177 Americans unaccounted 
for, including 389 who were 
POWs. There are 105 Massa- 
chusetts residents still unac- 
counted for. 

McCallion, who was born in 
Woburn and worked at Raytheon 
for 25 years, says his committee 
will keep plugging away and will 
be ready for the July 27 dedica- 
tion. 

He’ll sleep easier knowing 
that Korean War veterans will 
always be remembered.

Craven as a crass, successful 
businessman who brings along 
one of his trophies - a 2l-year- 
old "new fiancee." Kimberly 
Williams is the perky girlfriend 
with more backbone than 
Craven, or anyone, expected. 

Writer/director Mike Binder 
actually attended Camp 
Tamakwa with director Sam 
Raimi, who plays the comically 
clumsy maintenance man, Stick. 
Located in Ontario's Algonquin 
Provincial Park, the setting 
makes for a pretty picture. But 
the movie is bathed in much 
more than a soft, September 
light. Dripping with treacly 
manipulation, both the direction 
and the script make absolutely 
certain we will feel good about 
this movie, whether it deserves 
it or not. 

Though the film is too sticky- 
sweet to reveal much of an emo- 
tional impact, or even much 
imagination, some of the cast 
manage to be quite effective. 
Diane Lane leaves the strongest 
impression as a woman unable 
to bury a husband who died a 
year earlier. Lane's sadness per- 
meates her performance, prov- 
ing she has developed into a fine 
actress and worthy of loftier 
assignments. 


For his role of the ruff on the 
outside/soft on the inside Uncle 
Lou, Arkin manages to sidestep 
much of the film's mawkishness. 
He expects his campers to 
behave themselves and partici- 
pate in camp activities, treating 
his guests much as he did 20 
years earlier. It's a stagy ploy, 
but because Arkin plays the part 
with deadpan humor, it works 
for him. 

As for the movie, it leaves 
you feeling as if you just 
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skimmed over these folks' emo- 
tions - all two of them. From the 
opening black and white flash- 
backs to the dappled sunlight of 
the present day camp scenes, 
this movie was never going to 
touch upon anything too dark, 
too ferocious, or too real. Chock 
this one up as light and fluffy 
escapism, kind of a summer 
movie released before we need 
an excuse to sit in an air condi- 
tioned theater and rest our 
brains. 


Benny and Joon has several 
sugar-coated problems, but fabu- 
lous performances by a cast helps 
it soar above a script too precious 
to be taken seriously.
